I  w?.s  present  when  the  native  told  the  officials 
of  the  hospital  about  the  bodies  of  sever.  (7)  Australian 
soldiers  that  were  then  lyin'-  partly  covered  in  ditches  "by 
the  side  of  the  road  near  DATU  ID3TA.  The  native  had  counted 
the  bodies  and.  told,  how  their  legs  and  feet  were  not  covered 
by  earth  and  the  dors  v^re  eating  their  legs. 

I  do  not  know  of  any  parson  who  actually  saw  the  Australians 
killed,  nor  do  I  I -now  the  nar.es  of  the  Japanese  concerned.  I 
cannot  now  renerher  the  name  of  the  native  who  told  me  a.bout 
the  Australians  being  buried. 

I  only  saw  one  Australian  a  Prisoner  of  ,r’ar  of  the  Japanese 
and  that  was  the  wounded  Australian  soldier  brought  to  the 
hospital.

The  Jana.ne.se  usod  torture  methods  on  the  chief  and 
t’-o  or  three  more  .natives  by  burning  them  with  cigarettes  after 
their  hands  were  bound  together  and  also  by  giving  them  a  water 
torture  by  holding  closed  their  mouth  and  pouring  water  into 
their  moutn.  They  also  forced  thorn  to  kneel  down  on  sharp  stones 
while  they  applied  pressure  to  their  backs/  Cigarettes  wore 
also  put-  into  tneir  er rs .  The  natives  were  also  beaten  by  s lapp ings 
with  haacls  and.  by  beatings  with  sticks  and  when  they  fell 
unconscious  they  w-re  revived  with  water  and  beaten  again. 

I  saw  the  native  chief,  GD'i-MIAS,  taken  to  a  newly  dug  grave, 
he  had  his  hands  bound  and.  four  or  five  Japanese  of  the  Ilenpotai 
with  long  native,  knives  ma.kc  small  incisions  on.  his  throat, 
telling  the  chief  the t  ho  had  to  disclose  the  whcrre.bouts  of 
Australians,  otherwise  ho  world  bo  killed.  The  chief  refused  to 

l'rc  any  informa.tion  and  was  then  taken  away.  About  a  month 
l°tor,  o i  a  da”  of  a,  Ja.pa.ncse  feast,  the  Japanese  announced 
that  the  chief  had  beer,  killed,  boca.use  he  w-> 8  not  ?  friend  of 
the  Japahrso.  The  Jananrso  told  another  chief  all  this  as  a 
thret  as  to  vVt  would  ha.pn.-n  if  they  did  not  assist  them,  j 

The  Japanese  forced  the  natives  to  take  pert  in  celebrations 
of  Japanese  fca.st3,  while  the  Dortugucso  feasts  wore  r.ot 
^emitted. 

On  the  14th  February  1943  I  was  in  MAT  A3 1,,  when  th-  Japanese 
attacked  that  mountain  using  black  troops.  I  was  in  company 
with  Lieutenant  PITHS  and  Sergeant  MaRTH'S  and  other  Fortopucse, 
and  also  two  Australians,  Li -utenrnt  Trank  HOLLA  D  and  Sergeant 
SMITH.
